Grants to -Rurat Schools 


Experiments Made at Kansas Prom- Saskatchewan Official Says House- 


ise Wonderful Development. 

The Ganadian prairies may provide 
motor fuel for the whole of Canada 
with a large amount left over for ex- 
port, and the farmers of the prairie 
provinces may find a profitable mar- 
ket for a product of the soil which is 
now virtually wasted if a system for 
converting wheat straw into motor 
fuel proves as profitabie as texperi- 
ments now being conducted scem to 
promise. 

The-new motor fuel is being manu- 
factured from straw for experimental 
purposes in Kansas, and word which 
has just been-received from J. C. 
Mohler, secretary of the Kansas 
#oard of Agrieulture, that good pro- 
gress is-being made. 


Experiments made by the U.S. De-|- 


partment of Agricultural show, Mr. 
Mohler says, that a combustible gas 
can be obtained from the destructive 
distillation of wheat straw. This new 
product has been used for operating 
an atttomobile, for illuminating pur- 
poses and for cooking. and tests are 
in progress to determine its exact 
value and cost of production. 

“If these experiments turn out sat- 
isfactorily,” said Mr. Mohler, “it may 
not be many years before every farm- 
er will throw the straw from his 
‘threshing machine into a still from 
which he can draw all the fuel fe 
will require to operate his farm ma- 
chinery.” 

“Some geologists have predicted a 
serious shortage of gasoline in the 
next few years because of the in- 
creasing demand for motor vehicles 
and machinery. This new gas may 
solve the problem of how power- 
farming and transportation are to go 
on if the shortage becomes a reality. 
Whether or not this new product will 
be commercially valuable depends, of 
course, on whether the cost of pro- 
duction-can be made low enough, The 
value of the product at present gaso- 
line proces would be about $12 an 
acre.”

Feeding Drugs to Milk Cows 


| Air-Slaked Lime Has Slight Infiuence 


On Yield of Butter-Fat. 

It occasionally reported that 
phenomenal record yields have been 
secured by cows on test by feeding 
them drugs. The Delaware experi- 
| ment station has been trying to look 
into this matter in a scientific way, 
experimenting with such drugs as 


is 


| saltpeter, epsom salts, air-slaked lime, 


Fowler’s solution of 
sodium 


arsenic, gentian, 


bicarbonate, ginger and sev- 


ral other drugs. As a result of the 
experiment it was found that only one 
of these drugs seemed to have any 
effect. Air-slaked lime when fed at 
the rate of one ounce night and morn- 

scemed to have a-slight influence 
on the yield of butterfat. The ex- 
perime is not really conclusive on 
th s point, bu f the fact that 


lime is a very important constituent 
of milk, and that cows generally draw 
heavily on the lime in their skeletons, 
while giving milk, it is very possibly 
good policy to mix lime with the feed 
of dairy cows, Ohio experiments in- 
dicate that perhaps it is good policy 
to feed bone meal to dairy cows. 
Bone meal, like lime, is very rich in 
calcium, 1 is the one mineral ele- 
ment that seems to be most appreciat- 
ed by cows giving milk

Glacial Slide 
Is Prediction

Of Astronomer The Ladies’ Circle met.at the home 


May Wipe Out Acstralia ia and Part of 
Surface of Africa. 

That Western Canada is not the 
only part of the world experiencing 
an unusually warm autumn, but that 
the phenomenon is general, and is 
based upon astronomical coincidences, 
is shown by a statement made public 
by an eminent American astronomer, 
John H. Chase, of Youngstown, Ohio. 
He seriously mentions that the earth 
may be facing one of those glacial 
experiences such as it underwent 
(housands of years ago, and he views 
the unexampled warm weather of the 
present autmun as a probable conse- 
quence of the rare alignment recently 
undergone by certein planets, which 
theory, if correct, he regards, as the 
forerunner ef a glacial slide, which 
apparently would wipe out the contin- 


ent of Australia and part of Africa's 
aurface and effect a marked change 


in the climate of this continent. 

He says: “It ig possible that we 
are now experiencing the first effect 
of the remarkable planetary align- 
ment which occurred last winter. It 
ia recalled that the planets Uranus, 
Mars and Saturm were all in direct 
line with the earth for the first time 
in many centuries. The combined 
pull of these, it was predicted by many 
astronomers, wee certain to affect the 
earth's orbit—probsbly in the way of 
lengthening and flattening the eclipse. 

“If that occurred we could expect 
longer summers in the northern bemi- 
sphere and shorter ones in the south- 
ern hemisphere, and more important 
than this is the likelihood that « 
glacier may form, covering all of Aus- 
tralia and part of Africa. 

“Just such @ flattening and stretch- 
ing of the earth’s orbit, thousands of 
years ago, caused a glacier to creep 
ever North America as far south as 
South Leetonis, twenty miles south of 
Youngstown. 

“This may not be the explanation, 
but it is a possibility based on what 
is known to have happesed at least 
ance before in the world’s history.
